The Senate Election. 


Readers have overwhelmed us with re- 
quests for gnidance through the electoral 
maze into which the Free State is about 
to be plunged. We have hesitated to 
oblige them, but this morning we bring 
to their breakfast tables an authentic sign- 
post. The Free State Government has 
prepared, and has published in the Dublin 
Gazette, a list of the seventy-six candi- 
dates for the Senate, with, in every case, 
a summary of the candidate's real, or pre- 
sumed, qualifications for office. The work 
he- been done carefully and betrays no bias 
in favour of any individual or party. 
Today we reproduce this’ list in full, 
and we think that it supplies all the in- 
formation which any intelligent. elector 
needs or justly candemand, His clear duty, 
under the Constitution, is to elect to the 
Senate persons who “have done honour 
to the nation by reason of useful public 
service,” or ‘‘ represent important aspects 
of the nation’s life” by reason of 
“special qualifications or attainments.’’ 
The names of many—perhaps, the 
majority—of the seventy-six candidates 
may be nomina tantum to the average 
elector ; but, if he is fit to vote at all, he 
has a fairly definite notion of the sort of 
qualifications which he requires. In this 
list he will discover a host of quablifica- 
tions which, according to his education, 
temper and political views, will seem to 
him’ to be good, bad or indifferent. 
Nothing remains for him save—as the 
peep-show man said to the children—to 
“pay his money and to take his choice.” 
In taking his choice, indeed, he must not 
fail to remember that, whether it be wise 
or foolish, he certaily will. pay his 
money. The election of every successful 
candidate will involve an initial expendi- 
ture of some £5,000 and a subsequent 
stipend of £360 per annum for twelve 
years. 

A few names in this list will leap to 
the eyes of every elector whose conception 
of the “ nation ’’ embraces a wider entity 
than twenty-six Irish counties. They are 
the names of men who in varied fields of 
action have enriched their country’s 
noblest traditions. There is, for instance, 
General Sir William Hickie, who com- 
minced the 16th (Irish) Division in 
France and Flanders. There is Colonel 
Charles Howard Bury, who led the first 
expedition to Mount Everest and served 
with multiplied distinction in the Great 
War. The presence of such men as these 
will adorn the Senate, Of the “ special 
qualifications ' which ought to be a pass- 
port to the Upper Chamber none is more 
important than an expert knowledge of 
the law. Already the services of Mn 8S, L. 
Brown, K.C., have been most valuable to 
the Senate; and, if the electors are wise, 
they will reinstate him, and will reinforce 
his skill and experience with those of 
Mr. John H. Pigot, K.C., formerly 
County Court Judge of Limerick. In 
these days of high taxation and of accumu- 
lating difficulty in commerce and industry 
the Senate needs a substantial member- 
ship of business men. The elector will 
have a choice between several business 
candidates, and will be guided, no doubt, 
by their records as men of affairs and by 
the positions in public life to which the 
esteem of their fellow-citizens has raised 
them. The farmers, too, ought to have a 
place in the Senate: we are attracted by 
the qualifications of a woman candidate 
who is at once a “ practical farmer ' and 
a member of the Royal Society of Anti- 
quaries, Finally, those who value the 
representative character of the Upper 
House will note in the list the names of 
more than one Labour candidate who 
would be a most useful prop to its 
counsels. 

On. the whole, we think that electors who 
study the list of candidates and their 
qualifications, and know the sort of Senate 
that they want, will run little risk of 
‘error. Apart, however, from the personal

Labour in Congress. 


The Trade Union Congress, in ite pro- 
ceedings at Scarborough this week, has 
displayed a curious mood of. indecision. 
It opened with a presidential address by 
Mr. A. B. Swales which was, in effect, 
a summons to revolutionary action. 
When, however, a definite proposal. was 
laid before the Congress, “intended to pro- 
vide machinery for “ direct action,” the 
Congress prudently declined te adopt it. 
The proposal was that the main unions of 
the country should form a central council] 
to which power would be delegated to 
summon a general strike in support of 
any constituent union. Mr. A, J. Cook, 
who moved the rejected resolution, made 
no secret of his object. He desired the 
unification of organised Labour in order 
that the hands might be 
strengthened and a definite challenge laid 
to the existing social and political system.

While, however, the Congress shrank from 
Labour to revolu- 
tionary courses, it yielded an enthusiastic 
welcome to M. Tomsky,-a representative of 
the Bolsheviks. How the delegates recon- 
ciled their approval of international unity 
with their rejection of national unity in 
Labour organisation is unknown, They 
wisely refused to hand the liberty of the 
individual unions. over. to a: council 
dominated by Mr. Cook; yet they voted 
‘by acclamation ” for the submission of 
the organised workers of Britain and the 
world to a council dominated by Mr. Cook’s 
Russian friends. It is ‘likely that this 
action was taken in a moment of mass 
excitement and without realisation of 
its possible implications. We cannot 
believe that the working men of Britain 
are prepared to receive dictation Írom a 
Red International; and we attach more 
weight ‘to the shrewd rejection: of 
Mr. Cook’s scheme than to the cheers 
for the Red Flag and the genial vote: for 
M. Tomsky’s proposals, The Englishman 
always loves to grumble, but. a great 
mistake is made when his complaints 
are taken at their face value. - To- 
day the English worker is talking 
of revolution—but he is arriving at 
his post of duty sharp on the: hour. 
Nevertheless, it would he an error 
hardly smaller than Moscow’s whelly to 
ignore the significance of. the strong 
language at Scarborough. British industry 
is sick, and the wage-earners toil under 
continual fear of unemployment. The 
Commission entrusted with the investiga- 
tion of the problem of the mines is 
charged, in fact, with the task of solving 
Britain’s industrial ills. It may have to 
recommend a complete reconstruction of 
the national economy. If the coal. mines 
are to be made profitable and’ the wheels of 
British industry set. moving once more, there 
must be a drastic teduction of middle- 
men’s profits and of wasteful’. methods 
of distribution. In rejecting the general 
strike the sober element in British Labour 
has declared its readiness to co-operate in 
constitutional remedies for the present 
depression.

Medical Insurance. 


The possibility oí serious illness in his 
family is a constant sonrce of anxiety’ to 
the middle-class citizen. Theré is no 
State scheme to meet his requirements, 
and he is expected to pay fairly substan- 
tial fees if he desires treatment at any of 
the public hospitals. Lord Dawson of 
Penn, in an address before the Insurance 
Institute of London, last November, drew 
public attention to the matter; and now 
an insurance scheme to provide medical | i 
services for the middle-classes, which has 
been formulated in Manchester, -appears 
to owe its origin to his suggestion: Tlie 
newly-formed association is described as 
the “ Family Medical Services, Ltd.,’’ and 
the policy which it will issue, with the 
backing of Lloyd’s, will be called the 
“Anchot Doctor’s Bills Policy.” This 
policy makes provision against the fees of 
general practitioners, or, if the policy- 
holder should so desire, he may insure 
himself for a moderate premium against 
general practitioners’ fees and charges for 
operations, The scale includes the fees of 
consulting surgeons and physicians, costs 
of anesthetics and nursing, and nursing 
home expenses. It will be interesting to 
see how the scheme works in practice, 
since the premiums are singularly low. For 
a premium of 15s. per annum for every 
person in the family, doctors’ visits, at the 
rate of not more than 7s. 6d. a visit, up 
to fifty visits; would be met under the 
policy, after the first £2 10s. of the bill | 
had been borne by the head of the house- [ 
hold. Higher premium rates are charged 
to cover fees on a bigger scale. For a 
premium of 12s. 6d. per annum the under- 
writers would pay four-fifths of £15 fora} 
minor operation, of £25 for a major opera- 
tion, and of £25 for nursing and other 
chatges up to a maximum of £50 per 
annum for every insured pereon. Tt is

Over sixty complaints 
have been received regarding high prices 
for various articles -of food, and all of 
these will be considered in due course.

SIGNALMAN AVERTS SERIOUS

Mr, Chamberlain, in an “interview with 
Press representatives this morning. said that 
he very much hoped that Italy would be 
represented at the Conference, to which Ger- 
many was. being invited. 

Replying to a question as to whether Great 
Britain and France had agreed to alter the 
Covenant of the League in the directién of 
taking actior against an aggressor, he 
replied :—‘‘ There is no foundation whatever 
for the suggestion that France and Great 
Britain have agreed on, or ever proposed, any 
amendment.”’ 

Asked if a Protocol had been. drawn up 
here as the result of the recent conversations 
of Allied Ministers, Mr. Chamberlain said : 
““OÍ course not; but I fai? to see of what 
interest it is if M. Briand or I made notes 
of our conversations. ”’ 

He was also juestioned regarding the re- 
solution moved by Baron Unden (Sweden) at 
yesterday's sitting of the Assembly, inviting 
the Council to examine an elaboration of the 
system for preventing international conflicts 
by compnisory arbitration. He said that he 
could not discuss it at present; but, doubt- 
less, there would be many more proposals 
made «before the Assembly ended, and ° then 
they would be able to choose among them. 

Other inquiries related to the extent of the 

rojected Conference between Allied and 
German Ministers and the question whether 
it is to be public. Mr. Chamberlain said :— 
“1 prefer a large rather than a small attend.

According. to statistics published here 
Bombay in the past twelve months decreased 
its liquor consumption ' over the~ preceding 
year by 400,000 gallons. Four years ago ‘the 
total consumption was 2, gallons, 
which is 50 per cent. higher than the present 
consumption figure.. With this 50 per cent. 
reduction the Government has doubled the 
tax in order to maintain the same revenue. 
This has now given the . bootlegging and 
home brewing manipulators a big impetus. 
So much so that the Bombay Legislative 
Council has just given authority to the Excise 
to stréngthen the staff of enforcement agents 
and granted a sum of £20,000 to meet the 
cost.

Mr, € G. Ammon, M.P., late Financial 
Secretary to the Admiralty, said it was no 
wse blinking the fact that if they went in 
for a policy of ~disarmament there must be 
hardship arising out of it. The lire of 
opposition from that Congress should be to 
call upon the Government to scrap their 
naval programme and keep these yards going 
for necessary maintenance and repair work. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas, M.P., said that they 
were united in agreeing that Congress would 
not oppose the curtailment of expenditure 
for armaments. lt was no good ' talking 
about peace and the evils of war if they 
were going to perpetuate them and squirm 
newest pew & their people were affected by the 
promotion of things of peace rather than 
war. They were not squirming on those 
grounds, and no delegate could pretend, that 
one million pounds spent on armaments 
would be as profitahle to the community or 
the world as the same amount spent on the 
essentials that.. people needed, (Cheers.) 
There could be no economy and no saving to 
the public purse if this Government gave out 
to contract ships to be built in private yards 
and closed down their own dockyards, Mr, 
Thomas asked what would be the position of 
the administrative staffs.

to go and see her. She went and saw Mrs, 
Herlihy lying in the yard, and concluded that 
she was drunk.

Her 
husband was rubbing her hands and chest. 

Peter Fullam, another witness, stated that 
Mr. Herlihy said: ‘‘ Missus is dead in bed, 
with a rone round her neck ¢ will come up 
lads?” Herlihy was crying when he spoke. 

Dr.. Joseph Roantrees

respiration. but without avail. He described 
various bruises on the chin and elbow and 
abrasions on the arms and limbs and a mark, 
as of constriction on the neck and one on the 
right ankle.

The Norman 
kings who annexed Jreland to their dominions 
had annexed England a century earlier. Yet 
you do not find. one Englishman to-day, who 
as a Saxon name, refusing alliance with 
another Englishman because he has a Norman 
name. 

Dr. Mannix’s ideal is a united Ireland, in 
spite of our differing in blood, in race, in 
religion and in ideals. Well, if we can and 
ought to unité among ourselves, what is to 
hinder us from uniting with our neighbours 
across the water, who are made out of the 
same stuff as ourselves? ‘‘ Ireland a nation” 
is made up of men of Celtic, Saxon, Norman. 
Danish, French, Welsh, Spanish—e.g., de 
Valera—and. other races. The British nation 
is made of exactly the same. Mr. Lloyd 
George claims to be the true Briton, as being 
a descendant of those ancient Britons whom 
(sar found occupying the fertile plains of 
Kngland, and whom. the ‘brutal Saxon’’ 
drove up into’ the mountains. as he afterwards 
drove the Irish. The Welsh wizard, by 
uniting with the Anglo-Normans, succeeded 
in ruling them all. Our modern Irish patriots 
by the policy of,separation will only succeed 
in giving up all to the Britons, including the 
Medical Register. 

Two more questions for Dr. Mannix. He 
holds and teaches that people “‘ differing in 
blood, in race, in religion and in ideals’’ not 
only can, but ought to, unite in his own 
imperial Church, under one supreme ruler. 
Why may they not do the same in one 
imperial State’? He says that Irishmen owe no 
allegiance. to the British King. May I ask 
him: For whom did the Irish fight at the 
battle of the Boyne '—Yours, etc.,

AN EPIDEMIC OF OBJECTIONS. 

The G.A.A. world following a highly successful 
year. seems to be in the throes of an “ objection” 
epidemic at the moment. The new rule, passed at 
last Easter Congress, giving players the privilege of 
declaring with their native county irrespective of 
residence, is the most prolific source of these objec- 
tions.

The football championship is in 
jeopardy, and counties beaten on the field of play 
at once look about for loopholes in the opposme 
team’s constitution.
